THE COMMERCE LAW. 


Senator Reagan Gives His Deflnitioa of 
the Law as Passed by the 
Last Congress. 


F O B T WoBTH, Tex., May 16.—Senator 
Beagon, in response to an inquiry of 
Mr. Morrison, has written a letter, giv- 
ing his views of the intent of the inter- 
state commerce law. He claims that 
the commission has no power to suspend 
operation of the fourth clause, or any 
other, except in exceptional cases, after 
a hearing, and then only to prevent 
hardship. 
He does not regard competi- 
tion with water ways a saflSoient reason, 
as people who have water way privileges 
should not be deprived of their benefit. 
In conclnsion he says: 


"Daring all the years this great ques- 
tion was before congress the paramount 
issue was whether the people of this 
country, through the agency of confess, 
or railroad corporations should dictate 
the policy and control the commercial 
interests of the people. 
The peo- 
ple at last triumphed in the passage of 
this important, fair and just law. 
Ever 
since its passage railroad corporations 
have, through their officers, agents, law- 
yers and hired newspapers, been en- 
gaged in a most extraordinary conspira- 
cy to secure the nullification of one, at 
least, of its most important provisions. 
Millions of people with interests in- 
volved of thousands of millions of dol- 
lars and with political interests far 
greater than a^y money interests at 
stake, with bated breath, are looking 
earnestly and anxiously to see whether 
the oommission is to be misled and their 
rights and interests sacrificed, or whether 
the law is to be sustained and their 
pecuniary and 
political 
rights pre- 
served. "

The Southern Episcopalians Enter a 
Strong: Protest Against Their 
Colored Brethren, 


CHICAGO, May 16.—A special from 
Columbia, 8. C , says that the Episco- 
pal diocesan convention, which adjourn- 
ed Saturday ev-^ning, is the absorbing 
topic everywhere and was dwelt upon in 
a number of sermons. 
A great majority 
of the Episcopalians are in deadly oppo- 
sition to the negro being admitted into 
the conventions and the preachers have 
but few friends in the stand they have 
taken. 
It is asserted by their lay op- 
ponents that if the negro is allowed to 
vote in the conventions, in ten or fifteen 
years he will govern the body. 
A prop- 
osition has been made by some of the 
lay membeis to organize and discharge 
all preachers favoring the admission of 
the colored man into the convention and 
elect members who would vote to ex- 
clude the negro.

He took a drink, coolly 
remarked it was his last and proceeding 
to an out house he plunged a pocket* 
knife into his throat, cutting a deep, 
ugly gash.

Arehbishop Corrigan Pays His Be- 
speets to the Popular Fallacy 
and Other Errors. 


N»w YORK, May 16—Archbishop Cor- 
rigan, at the Church of the Sacred Heart 
this morning, spoke on popular errmrs. 
The first was the idea that private own- 
ership of land was unjust. 
This idea, 
the archbishop characterized as a fallacy 
against both philosophy, common sense 
and the teachings of the Catholic churoh. 


The idea was in direct opposition to 
the decree of the pope and those who 
favored it knew they were infringing on 
the ordinances of God. 


The second error was that the pope 
had no right to command, or be obeyed 
only in matters of faith and morals and 
when speaking as infallible. 
This idea 
had been decreed false by the Vatican" 
council. 


The pope, however, does not interfere 
in matters of politics unless the govern- 
ment interferes in matters of oonscience 
and he has wsurned all bishops rfhd arch- 
bishops, that they must be obedient to 
the government under which they are.

A CHEYENNE paper presents some 
new ideas about the proposition to 
slaughter range cattle on the plains and 
send the refrigerated carcasses to En- 
gland. 
The principal element of weak- 
ness in the scheme is declared to lie in 
the fact that, while cattle are jilenty 
eiiough, few of them are .sufficiently 
heavy to command favorable ])rices in 
the foreign markets. 
The range cattle 
are not in the condition required for 
profitable killing to send abroad, and a 
comparison of pi-ice.^ shows that, after 
allowing for ezipenses of transportation, 
etc., the thing will net a material loss. 
Something more than grass feed is 
needed to fatten cattle to the point 
where their flesh will command a good 
price, and it would cost more to trans- 
port the extra feed to the Western 
depot than to carry the animals to the 
place where they will be at home 
among the desired products of the soil. 
It may be added that the attempt was 
made more than a score of years ago by 
a Chicago packer to slaughter cattle in 
the Southern grsvzing grounds for ship- 
ment to Europe, but it was abandoned 
as not profitable. 


THE LETTER LIST, 


IT begins to look as if coal, with its 
dust, dirt, and sooty smoke, will have 
to go. 
I^atural gas, wherever it can be 
found, furnishes a cheap, clean, and 
convenient fuel, and seriona attention 
is now being given to crude petroleum 


for the same purpose. 
It has been ex- 
tensively introduced, both for looomo* 
tdves and stationary engines, and with 
most satisfactory results. A Cincinnati 
paper states that plaus are now on foot 
for getting the crude oil from the Lima 
fields into that city by a oheap system 
of transportation. 
It will be conveyed 
in iron tanks by way of the Miami Ca- 
nal, thus reducing the cost of carriag« 
to the minimum. 
>^ither oil or gas can 
be used without the aid of a stoker, 
thus materially reducing the cost of 
running an engine to the extent of the 
stoker's wages. The matters of con- 
venience and cleanliness are also points 
worth considering. 
If the plan works 
successfully it is expected that before 
long many of the manufacturing estab- 
lishments in Cincinnati will be operated 
by means of petroleum fuel, as those 
of Pittsburgh are now run by means 


of natural irns.

wide and tweiitv-five and one-fifth miles 
long. 
The gold used in stamping, 
lettering, etc., on all styles of binding, 
if coined, would make $15,446.47. The 
price paid the gold-beaters for this gold 
was $21,639.50. 
There were 276 barrels 
of binder paste used, weighing about 
69,000 pounds. 
There were 27,882 
sheepskins used, 7,221 goatskins, and 
138 calfskins. 
As none of these skins 
was split, it represents, of course, the 
killing of an equal number of animals. 
There was about 302,310 reams of paper 
used in the printing, which weighed 
about 1,813,880 pounds or 906i tons. 
This put into one piece would make a 
strip two feet wide and l,682f miles 
long. If the books were piled up in 
one row the narrowest way, that is, the 
same as they Avould stand in a book- 
case, it would take a shelf nineteen and 
one-half miles long to hold them.

Claims to be Filed, «ec. 1. All persons having claims against the City 
of Fort Wayne for work rendered, or any claims or demands whatsoever,

A N I M A L S . 


Poundmaster's I>uties. 
8ec. 1. 
It shall be the duty of the Common 
Council, to provide a public pound and to erect therein buildings for hay and 
feed, stables for horses and cattle, and pens for smaller aunimals, and to pro- 
vide means for watering such animals. 
It shall be the duty of such Council 
to elect a Poundmaster for said City at their first meeting in May. of each 
year. Said Poundmaster shall devote his time to the duties herein provided, 
and such other duties relating hereto, as the Common Council may from time 
to time direct, and for such purposes he is hereby vested with police powers. 
He shall give bond to the city in the sum of ;gil,000 conditioned for the faith- 
ful performance of his duties, as herein prescribed ; he shall keep a book in 
which he shall enter a full description of every animal impounded by him, 
and the place from which the same was taken, the name of the owner, as soon 
as ascertained, and the hour when impounded. 
He shall make a full report 
of all his doings and of all moneys collected by him as such Poundmaster, and 
he shall pay all moneys collected under the provisions of this ordinance to 
the Treasvirer of said city, and t'ae Treasurer's voucher therefor shall 
accompany said monthly report. 
The City Marshal shall, in a book provided 
for the purpose, and kept conspicuously displayed at the city hall, enter all 
complaints made to him in regard to animals found running at large, giving 
the name and residence of the complainant; and any reputable citizen may 
enter for himself such complaint, and it shall be the duty of all officers and 
patrolmen to give notice of all animals seen by them running at large, and the 
said Poundmaster shall take prompt action upon such information. 


U»il»wfiil t o RUM at Lai-fi«». Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful for the 
owner of any horse, mule, cattle, slieep. goat, swine or geese, to permit the 
same to run at large, at any time, within the corporate limits of said city; and 
it shall be unlawful for any person to herd any such animals upon any of the 
streets, alleys or uninclosed lots and lands within said limits. 


A n i m a l s Taken Up. Sec. ?>. If any such animals be so found at large, 
the Poundmaster shall take and impound the s;tinc. and the owner thereof 
may redeem such animal by paying to the Poundmaster, for the use of the 
city, the sum of one dollar; aiid rtfty cents additional for each day such animal 
shall be impounded beyond the first day, and it no oue redeem sucli animal 
within five days of its impounding, the Poundmaster shall sell the same at 
public auction, after ten clays notice of such sale, by j)osting in at least three 
puWic places of said city, and by serving written notice of siich sale to the 
owner if he be known. 


A n y Per,s<»n May Tak<^ Up. Sec. 4. It shall be lawful for any person 
to deliver to the possession of the Poundmaster, any animal found running at 
large contrary to this ordinance.

He shall estab- 
lish and locate permanent "Bench marks," and all plats, profiles or other de- 
lineations for sewer-s, streets, alleys or sidewalks shall be made with reference 
thereto; and he shall keep a record of such "Bench marks," and all grades 
given by him, or established by the Common Council, for the improvement of 
such sewers, streets, alleys and sidewalks.

or chart showing plainly the location, size and kind of each and every public 
sewer m the city, and the location of all manholes and catch basins in con- 
nection with the same.

Said Engineer may appoint, sixbject to the approval of 
the Common Council, one competent assistant civil engineer, at a salary not 
to exceed one hundred dollars per month; one rodman, at a salary not to ex- 
c«M'd sf'veuty-five dollars per month, and when necessary, two chainmen.

It shall be unlawfjil for any person to erect or cause to 
be erected, any frame building or shed within the fire limits of said city.

more than five dollars ; Provided, That nothing herein contained, shall pre- 
vent any such person from using or consuming his, her or their garbage, for 
any purpose not inconsistent with the object of this section.

For the convenience and facility of gathering and 
collecting such garbage, the said city is hereby divided into seven districts, to 
be known as Districts 1, 2, 3, 4, 5.

Every person so licensed shall forthwith

at iill tinuis when used, during the continuance of such license.

Sec. 4. Every vehicle for conveyance of persons when driven or 
used or waiting or standing for use, in the night time, shall have lixed upon 
some conspicuous part of each side of the outside thereof, a lighted lamp with 
plain ^dass fronts and sides, with the number of the license painted in black 
paint on tlie sides and front of each of said lamps in distinct and legible fig- 
ures at least one and a half inches in length, and so placed that said number 
and lamps may be distinctly seen from the inside and outside of such vehicle. 
All omiiibnses running within the city and re<iuired to be licensed, shall, when 
runninti in the night time, have fixed in some conspicuous place in front 
thev(M)f, so as to be distinctly seen from the inside and outside, a lighted lamp 
witli tlie number of the license painted thereon in figures one inch and a half 
in length.

No person, except a licensed owner, shall hereafter

All baggage, express, and furniture wagons and vehicles drawn by two or 
more horses shall be charged for license, (;ach, the sum of three dollars. 


All baggage, express, and furniture wagons and vehicles drawn by one horse 
shall be charged for license, each, the sum of two dollars per annum. 


All drays, carts, wagons, and other vehicles running within said city forbire 
or reward, and not otherwise expressly provided for, shall be charged for 
license, each, the sum of two dollars and fifty cents per annum. 


All wagons and other vehicles drawn by two or more horses for the con- 
veyance of many passengers, or heavy articles or things for hire, from place 
to place in the city, shall be charged for license, each, the sum of five dollars 
per annum if the tire of such wagon be four or nmre inches in width, if less 
ten dollars. 


Rates of Fare. 
Sec. 7. The price to be charged by the owner or driver 
of any vehicle, except an omnibus, for the conveyance of passengers for hire 
within said city, shall be as follows, to be regulated and estimated by the dis- 
tance on the most direct routes, viz : 


F o r carrying a passenger not exceeding one mile, fifty cents. 
F o r conveying a passenger any distance over a mile and less than two miles 
one dollar. 


F o r conveying children between live and fourteen years of age half of the 
above price may be charged for like distances, but for children under iive 
years of age, no charge shall be made, unless such child is the onlv V)assenger 
in which case full charge may be made. 


The distance from any railroad depot or hotel to any other railroad or hotel 
shall in all cases be estimated as not exceeding one mile. 


For the use of coaches drawn by two horses, with one or more passengers 
by the day, eight dollars. 


For the use of any vehicle by the hour, with one or more passengers, with 
the privilege of going from place to place and stopping when required as 
follows : 


For the fir.st hour, one dollar and fifty cents, and for each succeeding hour 
one dollar. 


Every passenger shall be allowed to have conveyed upon such vehicle, with- 
out charge, his ordinary traveling baggage, not exceeding in any case, one 
trunk. 


Soliciting, Kaeiiig-, Etc. 
Sec. 8. No driver, agent, employe, owner or 
owners of any such hackney coach, cab, carriage or other vehicle herein re- 
ferred to, shall solicit passengers, except for such vehicle as he may be 
licensed for; and no driver of any hackney coach"; cab, omnibus, dray, carriage 
or other vehicle, shall engage in racing with another, or drive faster than a 
moderate rate, while passing in, along or through any of the public streets of 
the city; and all such vehicles shall keep to the right when in motion and 
passing along any of such public streets. 


Fxtortioii. 
Sec. 9. 
No owner or driver of any hackney coach 
cab 
carriage or other vehicle, licensed as aforesaid, shall refuse to convey in said 
city any person, with or without baggage, as aforesaid, when applied to for 
that purpose 
or, havmg undertaken to convey such person, shall omit or 
neglect so to do, or shall ask, take or extort, from any person desiring to be 
or having been conveyed to any place in said city, as the price or rate of fare 
for such conveyance, any greater price or rate of fare than herein established. 


C a r t a g e o f 3 l e r c h a n < l i s e . 
Sec. 10. 
Dravmen, carters, expressmen or 
wagoners, licensed as aforesaid, shall be entitled to receive and ask, for cart- 
age of any articles of merchandise upon any such vehicle, where the distance 
shall not be greater than one mile, thirty-five cents; and for each additional 
mile, or fraction of a mile, twenty cents, and no person driving such licensed 
vehicle, shall refuse to convey, within said city, the goods, or merchandise, or 
other thing of any person, or shall omit or neglect so to do, or shall ask, take, 
state to, or extort from, any person desiring to have, or having had conveyed 
to any place in said city, such goods, or merchandise, or other thing, as the 
price or rate of fare for such conveyance, any greater price or rate of fare 
than that herein established.

THE COMMERCE LAW. 


Senator Reagan Gives His Definition of 


the Law KB Passed by the 


Last Congress. 


Four WORTH, Tex., May 16.— Senator 


Eeagon, In responie to an inquiry ol 
Mr. Morrison, ban written a letter, giv- 
ing his views of the intent of the inter- 
state commerce law. He clftims that 
the commission has no power to suspend 
operation of the fourth olanao, or any 
other, except In exceptional cases, after 
a hearing, and then only to prevent 
hardship. He does not regard competi- 
tion with water ways a unfficient reason, 
as people who have waterway privileges 
should not bo deprived of their benefit. 
In conclusion he says: 


"During all the years this great ques- 


tion was before congress the paramount 
Issue was whether the people of this 
oonntry,pthrongh the agency of congresa, 
or railroad corporations ahonld dictate 
the policy nod control the commercial 
interests of the people, 
Tho peo- 


ple at last triumphed in the passage of 
thin important, fair and just law. Ever 
since its passage railroad corporations 
have, thronch their officers, agents, law- 
yers and hln-d newspapers, been en- 
gaged iu a most extraordinary conspira- 
cy to sooare the nullification of one, at 
least, of its moat important provisions. 
Millions of people wif-h interents in- 
volved of thousands of millions of dol- 
lars aud with political interests far 
greater than 0*1.7 money interests at 
stake, with bated breath, are looking 
earneatly and anxiously to see whether 
the commission is to be misled and their 
rights uudiutereats sacrificed, or whether 
the law is to be sustained and their 
pecuniary and 
political rights pre- 


served. "

only in matters of faith and morals and 
when speaking as infallible. This idea 
had been decreed false by the Vatican' 
council. 


The pope, however, doea not interfere 


in mattera of politics nnlws the govern- 
ment interferes in matters of conscience 
aud he lias warned all bishops ffod aroh- 
binhops, that they must bo obodiont to 
the guvernmont under which they ara.

CHAPTER I. 


ACCOUNTS. 


Claims to be PHert. Sec. 1. All persons having claims against the Ci 


of Fort Wayne for work rendered, or any claims or demands whatsoeve 
shall, on the Saturday preceeding tho second and fourth Tuesday of each at 
every month, file with the City Clerk their respective claim*, certified to b 
the officer who may havu authorized the expenditure, or ordered tho purchas 
involved in such accounts. 


Finance Committee to Report. 
Sec. 2. It shall be the.duty of tl 


Finance Committee of said Council, on the Monday preceeding the second an 
fourth Tuesday of each month, to meet at tho council chamber and examii 
uuch claims as are filed with the Clerk of the City ; and to report to sa! 
Council in writing, such claims as they shall deem correct and just. 


Proviso. Sec. !J. No claims of any kind, whatsoever, will be received b 


said Council, unless examined and reported by said Finance Conunitte 
J'ravidtd, That in cases whore written contracts liave be«n made, and eutere 
into between the City and other parties, this chapter shall not apply. 


CHAPTER II. 


ANIMALS. 


Pnunrtm AS tor's Duties. 
KRC. 1. It shall be. the duty of the Commo 


Council, to provide a public pound and to erect therein buildings for hay an 
feed, stables for horses and rattle, and pens for smaller annimala, and to pro 
vide-means for watering such animals. 
Jt.shall be the duty of such Comic, 


to elect a Poundmaster for said ('ity at their first meeting in May. of eac 
year. Said Poundrnaster shall devote his time to the duties herein "provided 
and such other duties relating hereto, as the Common Council may from tiui 
to time direct, and for such purposes he is hereby vested with police powers 
He shall give, bond to the city in the sum of $1,000 conditioned for the faith 
ful performance of his duties, as herein prescribed j he shall keep a book lu 
which he shall enter a full description of every animal impounded by him 
and the place from which tho same was taken, the name of the owner, us sooi 
as ascertained, and the hour when impounded.

Every passenger shall be allowed to have conveyed upon such vehicle, with- 


out charge. Ins ordinary traveling baggage, not exceeding in any case, one

Soliciting, Kiuiing1, J'Jtc. Sec. 8. "Mo driver, agent, employe, owner or 


owners of any such hackney coach, cab, carriage or other vehicle herein re- 
?err«d to, shall solicit passengers, except- for snch vehicle as he may be 
icensed fur; and no driver of any hackney coach; cab,oinnibiis,dray,camage 
or other vehicle, shall engage in racing with another, or drive faster than a 
moderate rate, while passing in, along or through any of the public streets of 
the city; and all such vehicles shall keep to the right when in motion and 
passing along any of such public streets. 


ISxlortion. Sec. !t. No owner or driver of any hackney coach, cab, 


carriage or other vehicle, licensed as aforesaid, shall refuse to convey, in said 
city, any person, with or without baggage, as aforesaid, when applied to for 
that purpose, or, having undertaken to convey such person, shall omit or 
neglect so to do, or shall ask, take or extort, from any person desiring to be 
or having been conveyed to any place in said city, as the price or rate of fare 
Tor such conveyance, any greater price or rate of fare than herein established. 


CJirtJl(£O of lUerclisimlise. Sec. 10. .Draymen, carters, expressmen or 


wagoners, licensed as aforesaid, shall be entitled to receive and ask, for cart-

mile or fraction of ;i mjlc, twenty cents, and uo person driving such licensed

shall at all times keep fixed and posted, right side up, inside of the same so

aUhe expense of the mvner. printed in plain, legible characters containing 
fln> nrii-es or rates of fare allowed by this chapter, aim the nauieof the owner 
or driver of such vehicle and the number of the license thereof.
